charges of extravagance and neglect­ 
ful management, or if not that, fail­ 
ure to account for millions of dollars, 
are made by State’s Attorney General 
Jackson in a petition 
tiled Tuesday 
calling for the appointment of receiv­ 
ers for 
the New York 
City Railway 
company and the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company and also demanding 
the dissolution of the New York City 
Railway 
company. 
The 
application 
for receivers was made to Justice Ford 
of the supreme court, who issued an 
order for the defendants to appear in 
court 
on Oct. 
3 and answer 
to the 
complaint. 
The attorney general’s action fur­ 
ther complicates a situation already 
considerably entangled by reason of 
the various inter-related corporations 
which control and operate the traction 
lines in Manhattan Island. 
Adrian H. 
Joline and Douglass Robinson were ap­ 
pointed receivers for the New York 
City Railway company by Judge I>a- 
combe in the district court several 
days ago and Tuesday the same re­ 
ceivers were named in the same court 
on application of the company’s atter 
neys to act for the Metropolitan Street 
Railway company. 


Big Deficit Is Charged. 


The New York City 
Railway com­ 
pany leases tho linos 
of tho Metro­ 
politan Street Railway company un 
der a guarantee to pay 7 per cent divi­ 
dends on the Metropolitan stock. This 
dividend has never been earned since 
the date of the lease and the attorney 
general charges that the deficit to date 
amounts to more than $10,000,000. 
The attorney general declares also 
that 
the Interborough 
Metropolitan 
Railway company, which absorbed tho 
New York City Railway company in 
1906, assumed all obligations of the 
company and he sets forth that the 
New York City Railway company and 
its directors have taken no stand to 
force the Interborough-Metropolitan to 
carry out its obligations. 
The allegations hinting at fraud are 
made 
in connection 
with the 
com­ 
pany’s construction account, the most 
sensational being 
that a 
charge of 
$509,900 per mile was made for Hie 
rebuilding of certain surface lines. At­ 
torney General Jackson alleges that 
the appointment of receivers for tho 
New York City Railway company by 
Judge Lacombe in the United States 
circuit court was illegal and demands 
that the defendants be directed to pay 
back all money and the value of all 
property “which was lost and wasted 
by or through them .”

gathering of dis­ 
tinguished mon, including 
tho gov­ 
ernors of more than a dozen states, a 
number of members of both houses of 
congress and the members of the in­ 
land waterway commission. 
The oc­ 
casion of the president’s coming was 
the movement in the interest of a deep 
waterway down the Mississippi river 
to the Gulf and this city was selected 
a9 tho point 
of embarkation 
on bis 
voyage down tho river, which will encl 
at Memphis '-next Friday. 
He 
was 
given a drive 
through the 
city and 
made a noteworthy 
speech at Rand 
park 
to many thousands of 
people. 
The reception to the president both 
along the 
line of march and 
at the 
park was cordial in the extrem e and 
he was in excellent health and spirits. 
He embarked on the steam er Mis­ 
sissippi a few 
minutes before noon 
and the vessel started for St. Louis. 
The 
president was 
accompanied by 
Governor Frantz 
of Oklahoma 
and 
Seth Bullock of the Black Hills. 
As 
at Canton, the president did not de­ 
liver his speech here just as he had 
prepared it 
and had given 
it to the 
press. 
He did not omit any feature, 
but frequently turned from his m anu­ 
script to interject extemporaneous re­ 
m arks for 
tho purpose 
of emphasis 
and elaboration. 
Before beginning he 
Insisted that tho ropes be let down so 
as to admit enough

tion w as also effected under tho name 
of the "National 
A ssociation of At 
torneys General of the United S ta tes” 
and a united front will he presented in 
legal

or trusts. 
The resolution, which w as presented 
by A ttorney General Young of Mlnne- I 
sofa, is in tho shape of a memorial to j 
con gress and is as follow s: 
"W hereas, the efficient adm inistra­ 
tion as w ell ns the preservation of our 
dual sy stem of governm ent requires 
that each sovereignty he perm itted to 
exercise its function as defined by the 
federal Constitution 
unhampered by 
tho other; therefore be it, 
Law to Curtail Power of Courts. 


‘'R esolved, by the convention of at­ 
torneys general of the several states 
here 
assem bled, 
that w-o 
earnestly 
recom m end to the favorable considera­ 
tion of th e president and tho congress 
of the Unit! d States the enactm ent of 
a federal law providing that no cir­ 
cuit court of tho U nited S tates or any 
Judge exercisin g powers of such cir­ 
cuit courts shall have Jurisdiction in 
any ca se brought to restrain any offi­ 
cer of a sta te or any adm inistrative 
board of a sta te from instituting in a 
state court 
any suit or 
other appro­ 
priate proceedings to enforce the laws 
of such sta te or to enforce any order 
m ade by such adm inistrative hoard; 
but allow in g any person or corporation
